Postpone ASC Filing 


Coffee County farmers 
who are taking part in the 
‘feed grain, wheat and cot- 
ton programs are being 
reminded that. early com- 
pliance and early certi- 
fication will mean early 
payments this year, 

Roy L, Ellis, Chairman 
of the Coffee County Agri- 
cultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Committee, 
said that while farmers 
should certify compliance 
as.soon as possible, they 
also must understand that 
acreage certifications are 
not to be made until they 
know they are in com- 
pliance with all program 
regulations, 

When a participant in 
a 1970 program certifies 
compliance, he certifies a- 
ccurately to acreages in 
the program crops and to 
diverted acreage, He also 
certifies that he has 
complied with conserving 
base provisions, with re- 
gulations that apply if he 
has in interest in more 
than one farm, that the 
diverted acres on-his farm 
are devoted to an approved 
conserving use, and that 
all other program require- 
ments have been met, 

As soon as a program 
participant certifies, the 
County ASCS Office begins 
processing papers for his 
full payment for 1970 pro- 
gram participation, Pay- 
ments tO producers will 
begin soon after July 1 and 
are expected to be com- 
pleted by the end of Au- 
gust -- the earliest date 
ever set for completion 


Highway Patrol 


Gives Weekly 
Report 


From 6:00 p.m, Friday 
through 12 midnight Sun- 
day, your Alabama Highway 
Patrol investigated 243 
rural traffic accidents, In 
these accidents 116 persons 
were injured and 8 were 
killed. The fatalities oc- 
cured in the following 
counties: two in Macon, and 
one each in Cullman, 
Baldwin, Madison, Lime- 
stone, Calhoun and Butler. 
These accidents bring the 
number of people killed in 
Alabama this year to 336 
compared with 345 killed 
during the same period last 
year, This is a decrease of 
9 fatalities, The eight 
county Dothan District 
Troopers investigated 18 
accidents with 10 injuries 
and no fatalities, The traf- 
fic law violations causing 
these accidents were; driv- 
ing while intoxicated, reck-

After a farm has been 
certified to be in com- 
pliance with farm pro- 
grams, it may be checked 
at any time to determine 
if any errors were made 
in certification, If errors 
are found, the producer will 
be determined to haye not 
fully complied and may lose 
some or all of his farm 
program payments, 

Mr, Ellis said the County 
ASCS Office has received 
instructions to keep up to 
date on farm _ control 
checks, 

A substantial number of 
farms in the county will 
be selected at random for 
these checks, Also, every 
farm in which an ASCS Of- 
ficial has an interest will 
be checked, ‘‘Generally, 
the percentage of errors 
found is quite small and 
usually the result of.care- 
lessness or misunderstan- 
ding. We hope this year 
to find fewer certification 
mistakes than ever be- 
fore,’’ the ASCS Committee 
Chairman said.

loosely organized groups

The issues. which se- 
parated the Whigs and De- 
mocrats in Alabama in1850 
were notalways clearly de- 
fined, Both parties he- 
lieved in the protection of

There were 
coastal counties in which 
the white population out 
numbered the slaves in 
1850, The eastern counties 
of this area were noted for 
a fine quality of wiregrass 
which produced such fine 
cattle that these counties 
were often designated the 
“Cow’’ counties “by the 
newspapers of the fifties, 

The Democratic Partyin 
1850 had its greatest 
strength in the eastern 
counties of the Tennessee 
Valley and in the moun- 
tainous and hilly counties 
of central Alabama, The 
greatest strength of the 
Whigs was in the Black 
Belt and in the western 
counties of the Tennessee 
Valley, In the counties 
which fringed the Black 
Belt on the north and in 
the ‘‘Cow’’ counties, the 
strength of the two parties 
was so evenly matched as 
to furnish fighting ground 
for the two parties, It 
was in these two groups 
of counties that most of 
the political changes oc- 
cured in the early fifties, 
Both parties had strong 
leadership in the Black 
Belt counties and the party 
contests there were usually 
closely and warmly contes- 
ted, 

The highways were of 
great importance during 


thirteen 


the decade in developing 
state unity. Over them 
newspapers were trans- 


ported into all sections of 
the state, This made it 
easier for the political 
leaders to develop politi- 
cal solidarity within their 
party ranks through instru- 
ction of the voters, The 
roads were built at local 
expense and the appropri- 
ation of money for their 
construction did not be- 
come an issue in state po- 
litics, The building of the 
railroads, however, was 
an important political is- 
sue during the fifties and 
excercised an important 
political issue during the 
fifties and excercised an 
important influence upon 
the parties, particualarly 
in the middle of the decade, 

The press was a great 
unifying agency during the 
decade of the fifties. In 
1850 there were sixty news- 
papers in Alabama, Of 
those, six were dailies, five 
were tri-weeklies, one was 
a semi-monthly, and forty- 
eight were weeklies, The 
total annual circulation of 
these papers was more than 
two and one-half millions 
of copies, The average 
circulation of the weeklies 
was over six hundred for 
each issue; that of the dail- 
ies was a little less than 
five hundred, 

Exciting political cam- 
paigns caused a large in- 
crease in the number of 
newspapers and in the cir- 
culation of the paper al- 
ready established. The 
agitation over slavery ex- 
tension about 1847 caused 
many new papers to be set 
up. Nearly one-half of 
the weekly papers in exis- 
tence in 185] also produced 
many new papers, By this 
year the weekly edition of 
the Montgomery Adver- 
tiser had reached a cir- 
culation of nearly three 
thousand, which was the 
largest of any political pa- 
per in the state, The lar- 
ger county newspapers be- 
gin to reach a circulation 
of one thousand by this 
year, 

The Know Nothing move- 
ment was initiated in the 
North as early as 1849 as 
a protest against the fur- 
ther immigration of forei- 


gners into this country, and 
as anattack upon the Catho- 
lics within the country, 
Know Nothingism was 
spreading in the early fif- 
ties when the various re- 
form movements andisms- 
abolitionism, temporance 
reform, woman’s suffrage, 
feminism - were sweeping 


over the country, and it 
fused with these move- 
ments, 


The Know Nothing move- 
ment first became evident 
in Alabama about 1854, It 
soon attracted many peo- 
ple, even though foreigners 
made up only twopercent of 
the entire population of the 
state and Catholics less 
than two percent of it. The 
leaders used subtle me- 
thods to attract followers, 
They would approach the 
editor of a newspaper or a 
political leader and present 
arguments against forei- 
gners, pointing out that 
these people were ignorant 
and intemperate, and were 
the tools of political dema- 
gogues, and that they band- 
ed together in the cities 
to break down persons who 
dared to oppose them, 

The claim of the Know 
Nothings, or Americans as 
they were called, that they 
advocated Americanism 
made a strong appeal, as 
it still does, to certain 
classes, The secrecy fea- 
tures attracted many mem- 
bers and was particularly 
fascinating to young men, 

radicals and to men who 
had been unsuccessful in 
politics, 

The Americans claimed 
to be the more moral of 
the two parties. They took 
pride in the passage in 
Montgomery of a city or- 
dinance which made Sun- 
day a ‘‘real God-ordered 
day of rest and strict Sun- 
day observance,’’ instead 
of an open Sunday, as it 
had been under Democra- 
tic rule, 

But the religious issue 
was not an unmixed good 
to the Americans, The 
Primitive Baptist, or 
which was numerous in 
south and west Alabama, 
were opposed to all se- 
cret and temperance so- 
cieties, and even to all 
organizations, other than 
the ‘Church of God,”’ 


In North Carolina, three 
Primitive Baptist prea- 
chers were expelled from 
their church, by a vote of 
70 to 29, because they be- 
came members of the Sons 
of Temperance, The ma- 
jority then voted to expel 
the minority of twenty-nine 
who had voted to sustain 
the three preachers, 

An important element in 
the American Party was 
a group of Southern Rights 
men, Some of these men 
had come to the conclu- 
sion that the South could 
get her rights only by the 
disruption of all national 
parties and the union of 
all parties and factions of 
the South into a sectional 
Southern Rights party. 
They believed that sesces- 
sion would be forced upon 
the South and that the South 
would have to break with 
the National Democratic 
Party in order to assure

Highway Patrol 


Gives Weekly 
Report 


From 6:00 p, m, Fri- 
day through 12 midnight 
Sunday, your Alabama 
highway patrol investiga- 
ted 157 rural traffic acci- 
dents. In these accidents 
74 persons were injured 
and 14 were killed, The 
fatalities occured in the 
following counties: three 
each in Clark and Chero- 
kee, two each in Butler 
and Colbert, and one each 
in Macon, Ilale, Escam- 
bia, and Russell, hese 
accidents bring the number 
of people killed in Ala- 
bama this year to 366 com- 
pared with 365 killed dur- 
ing the same period last 
year. This is an increase 
of one fatality. The eight 
county Dothan district tro- 
opers investigated 17 ac- 
cidents with 10 injuries and 
no fatalities, The traffic 
law violations causing 
these accidents were; dri- 
ving while intoxicated, 
reckless driving, speeding, 
wrong side of road, fail- 
ure to yield right of way, 
inattention, avoiding anoth- 
er vehicle, improper pas- 
sing, fell asleep at wheel, 
following too close, and 
failure to signalinpassing, 
The Dothan district has 23 
rural traffic fatalities so 
far this year as compared 
with 28 at the same period 
last year, 

Coffee County troopers 
investigated no accidents 
with no injuries and no fa- 
talities, So far this year 
four people have died in 
Coffee County ascompared 
with %ne at the same time 
last year,

Garden Plants 
Need Protection 
From Disease 


Now is the time to pro- 
tect young vegetable gar- 
dens against many different 
diseases that attack them, 

Extension Plant Patholo- 
gist and Nematologist Dr, 
Luther Farrar says thor- 
ough coverage of all veg- 
etable plant parts is very 
important when dusting or 
spraying, If any part of the 
leaves, stems or fruits 
isn’t covered, fungus seed 
can land on the unprotected 
area and cause infection, 

Sprays are usually more 
effective than dusts be- 
cause they give better coy- 
erage, 

A spreader - 
should be used 
fungicide spray solutions 
unless the container label 
says not to use one, A 
spreader - sticker breaks 
the surface tension of plant 
parts and allows the solu- 
tion to wet all surfaces 
evenly, 

Farrar says to pick one 
afternoon of the week and 
spray that same day each 
week throughout the grow- 
ing season,

make the last application 
before harvest, check the 
county Extension office,

Support price for 1970 
crop peanuts by type and 
area will be announced 
soon, as will premiums 
and discounts for various 
types of kernels, foreign 
material, and other fac- 
tors, 

Price-support loans and 
purchases will be available 
to producers who comply 
with their 1970-crop pea- 
nut acreage allotments, 

Peanut growers are ad- 
vised that a national ave- 
rage of $255 per ton has 
been set as the minimum 
price-support on 1970 crop 
peanuts, according to Roy 
L, Ellis, Chairman of the 
County Agricultural Stabi- 
lization and Conservation 
Committee, last year’s 
national average support 
price was $247,50 per ton, 

[The peanut price-sup- 
port level might be in- 
creased later, but will not 
be lowered, If the actual 
parity price on August | 
is higher than now esti- 
mated, the price-support 
level for peanuts will be 
increased toreflect75 per- 
cent Of parity,
